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Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1-37 are pending in this application. 



2. Claims 1 -37 are objected to because of the following informalities: The use of 
subtitles within the claims does not comply with US practice. Appropriate correction is 
required. These descriptions of the claims can be included in the specification.

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the Figure 
1 appears that it should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance, 
disclosure. The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
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on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "comprises", means" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

With regard to claims 1 and/or 37 and therefore its dependent claims, the 
limitation "synthesized image transform is generated from a set of synthesizing 
parameters" and "the synthesizing parameters are generated from the visual effect 
parameters for the complete set of transforms" .

Lin et al. (2004/008904) teaches method and apparatus for noise reduction using 
discrete wavelet transform. 

Vogt, IV (6,839,471) teaches an extended discrete fourier transform and parametric 
image algorithms. 

Cates et al. (4,621 ,337) teaches a transformation circuit for implementing a 
collapsed walsh hadamard transform. 

Everett et al. (3,916,096) teaches an electronic screening.
